13 the crowd you’re in is talking college 
football, it’s likely the name Gary Patterson 
comes up in conversation. Since taking over the 
helm of Texas Christian University’s Horned 
Frogs in December, 2000, Patterson has become 





synonymous with TCU football. 

In that time, the Rozel, Kansas, native has coached 50 All-Conference 
selections, five All-Americans, six Freshman All-Americans and one Academic 
All-American for the Frogs. He’s also the only head football coach in TCU 
history to record three ten-win seasons. During those same five seasons, 
Patterson has seen 31 of his former players sign National Football League 
contracts. 

Gary Patterson graduated from Pawnee Heights High School in Rozel in 
1978. He attended Dodge City Community College in 1978-79, and played 
football on the Conquistador squad for two seasons. Transferring to Kansas State 
University, Patterson earned a bachelor’s degree in 1983 after playing two seasons 
for the Wildcats. He completed a master’s degree in education administration 
from Tennessee Tech in 1984. 

Aside from being an accomplished Division I head coach, Patterson is also a 
skilled guitar player. On several occasions, he has entertained TCU fans with his 
guitar skills at pep rallies around the school’s Fort Worth, Texas, campus. 

Patterson and his wife, Kelsey, have three sons: Josh, Cade and Blake. As he 
is unable to attend today’s commencement, Patterson has asked his uncle, Ray 
Patterson, to accept DCCC’s Distinguished Alumnus award on his behalf. Ray 
Patterson is a 1997 DCCC Hall of Fame inductee, and is superintendent of the 
USD 496 Pawnee Heights school system.
